The real danger to Turkey in the event of hostilities would 
be the Italian war. Italy, whose position in Tripoli has become 
extremely difficult, would undoubtedly take advantage of the situa- 
tion. Turkey would be compelled to keep a large force on the 
Dardanelles and also at Salonika. 

The reply of Turkey to the Balkan states has been an order 
for complete mobilization. At the same time there is a tendency 
in Constantinople not to take the action of the Balkan states too 
seriously. There is little doubt that if these had their own way 
war woultl ensue, but they have to reckon with the great 
powers. Something approaching an ultimatum has already been 
sent both to them and to the Porte. The influence of Austria may 
be seen in the conferences between the Roumanianm- minister and 
the Turkish foreign secretary. 

With the Roumanian army massed on the Bulgarian frontier 
and with the Austrian army corps stretching round the angle of 
Servia and in operation through the Sanjak of Novibazar between 
Servia and Montenegro, the position of the allies would become 
impossible. ,

“Fhe question was whether or not the 
city of Jackson shall abandon the pres- 
ent form of government and become or- 
ganized under the provisions of chapter 
120, laws of 1912, which provides for the 
commission plan, There was a compar- 
atively light vote polled, less than 1000, 
the actual vote for the six wards stand- 
ing for commission 753, and for present 
form 214, giving a majority of 539. 

Another question submitted to the 
vote was that of authorizing the mayor 
and board of aldermen ‘to issue bends to 
the amourt of $35,000 for the purpose of 
building and equipping a public abattoir. 
This question also was carried, though it 
Pequired two thirds majority. 

The result gives satisfaction to the 
leaders in the good government and re- 
trenchment campaign which has been 
waged for several years. At a former 
election held to decide the proposed 
change the question was defeated.

HARDLY have the world’s representative 
leaders of the merchant class left Boston, 
after an experience of fraternal intercourse 
which has made the words “race” and 
“humanity” take on new meaning, when 
along come high officials of the Masonic order 
throughout the world, for a stated con- 
ference on problems pecull iar to them and 
arising from their ancient and distinctive 
method of giving allegiance to basic prin- 
ciples of good will toward men and reverence for the divine. From 
Boston these foreign visitors pass on to Washington and thence scat- 
ter throughout the country. 

Now these are only two of many international assemblies held 
in the United States this autumn which have brought to the country 
a larger number of eminent and distinguished visitors than at any 
Where, as with the Masons, the fraternal bond so 
obviously acts ds an internationalizing and unifying agent, it is clear 
how valuable as a civilizing force is this contemporary world-impulse 
for assembling men together. But it is none the less so, even when 
the technical problems to be discussed are those of chemistry, pure 
and applied, or construction ef harbors, or adoption of a uniform 
international bill of lading. 

Delegates to the chambers of commerce conference instinctively 
rose from the fmmediate problem of promoting trade to the higher 
plane of substituting peace for war and making the jurist greater 
than the warrior. Many, Latin Americans came to Boston thinking 
that men of the United States were inhospitable and that the stand- 
ards of the nation were wholly commercial; we believe they left 
with quite a different opinion. European delegates came skeptical 
of the ability of the American administrators to carry out such a 
program of business and hospitality as they had promised, and found 
that Americans could make pledge and deed coincide. These are 
but illustrations of the educating and transforming effects of these 
great international gatherings. Prejudices against fations dissolve 
in the light of common racial ideals. ‘The universal worth that exists 
along with most diverse creeds, customs and manners, emerges. 
Friendships are formed that enlarge life. Mental horizons expand, 
and visions come where all was sadly realistic and matter of fact. 
The natural world, as it is journeyed over to gain the desired place 
of assembly, discloses new beauties as a home for man. Interest in 
men gives way to respect for man. Brotherhood becomes a reality 
such as never can be felt by the man of the closet, rooted in’ native 
habitat, refusing to travel and unwilling to join with fellow men in 
societies of a fraternal or professional kind.

| Taxation || tax has been a commen practise for years in 
i | the United States, so common that it has 


exerted a decidedly immoral “influence. 
Many who evade the personal tax do not 
feel themselves essentially dishonest. Evasion with the great major- 
ity of them stands for protest against the system, in part or as a 
whole, in principle or in operation. It is universally an unpopular 
form of taxation; it is seldom imposed with due regard for the 
equities; it is very frequently unjust. All of its faults pyt together 
will not justify its evasion; nor will all the virtues it possesses justify 
its existence or continuance. At the very best it is)a tax that puts 
a premium upon concealment, deceit, sharp practise, downright dis- 
honesty. Consequently, while society very properly frowns upon and 
condemns those who deliberately “dodge’ ’ it, society is itself culpable 
in maintaining a system which it knows to be harmful and thus con- 
trary to public w elfare. 

The president of the tax board in New York is trying to per- 
suade himself and others that personal property owners cannot evade 
the payment of their just taxes by removing the property beyond the 
borders of the state, but he is immediately informed that people are 
doing just the thing he says they cannot do. Some $50.000.000 
Ww orth of property has gone out of the state recently, as one of the 
newspapers puts it, ‘on a visit.’’. Its owners intend to brink it back 
when the personal tax collector shall have gone his rounds. 

It is much better to look for a remedy for all this than to harp 
upon its immorality. Enough has been said on’ the latter score, 
Everybody understands it, tax collectors and personal property own- 
ers alike. The president of the New York tax board. od lly enough, 
touches, inadvertently perhaps, on the very point that needs to y 
impressed most deeply on lawmakers and taxpayers. Says he: “Real 
estate is taxed, no matter who the owner. But the owner of a bond 
is taxed, not the bond. The same applies to bank accounts...’ The 
person who has the bank account is taxed, and it doesn’t make any 
difference whether the bank account is in the city or out of it.” This 


view is supported by Edward L. Hwydecker, assistant tax commis» 


sioner, who says in a pamphlet on the subject, “All intangible 
personal property owned by a resident df a tax district in the state of 
New York—no matter where the written evidences of such property 
may be, or where the debtor may reside—is to be assessed to such 
owner in the tax district where he resides.” Certainly. but the 
difficulty arises in searching for and running down and obtaining the 
true facts concerning hidden personalty. The cost would be tremen- 
dous. In most cases now the best that can be done is to make poor 
guesses as to the value of taxable personalties removed. Comparison 
with real-estate is good in this connection, but only in a negative 
sense. The beauty of land as a basis Of taxation is that it cannot be 
carried out of the state, it cannot be concealed, its value cannot be 
successfully misrepresented.

for local-governmental purposes, all boundary lines. These are th 
days of trolley cars and automobiles,.and trolley cars and automobiles 
do not pay much attention to corporate limits. Neither does the 
housebuilder or the householder or the housekeepers The town and 
city now mingle largely and agreeably with the country. 
in all previous history, the town and city are interested in the country 
that immediately surrounds them, 

Municipal forests—town-and city-owned woodlands—in which 
the town and city people may ramble or drive, are now much desired 
by communities, and there are several instances of large acquisitions 
along this line. Some tracts came to New York through its municipal 
expansion. Boston has the benefit of its Blue Hills and its Middle- 
sex Fells through state. forethought and beneficence. Chicago is 
reaching out for reservations of wild forest lands in the Des Plaines 
valley and elsewhere. Other cities either have their.eyes gr their 
hands upon accessible woodlands. 

Perhaps there could be no better sign than this of the tendency 
away from the’ purely material, away from the love of-«oney and 
the things that represent money for their own'sake. All that w ealth 
can do for the city, no matter though it expresses itself in art and 
culture and the higher comforts, is not entirely satisfying. Musetums, 
galleries, parks, flower beds, statuary, libraries, architecture, fashion, 
music—everything that makés».for the completeness of the modern 
city—do not quite meet the longings of men and women. ‘There is 
still the call of the forest trees, of nature in its wildet state, and it 
is right that it should be heeded.. Especially are the environments 
and the silences of uncultivated and’unimproved nature good for the 
pent-up inhabitants of the lafge city. Phey should always be avail- 
able and the present movement to make them so is one that should 
be encouraged.

WITH “multiplication of automobiles and 
motor trucks owned by urban and suburban 
users of city streets, a variety of newW admin- 
istrative problems faces officials charged with 
responsibil; ty tor keeping traffic conditions 
free and fluid. In new cities or modern 
districts of old cities, where streets and 
avenues are broad and have been plotted with 
some eye to utility, the difficulties faced by 
street commissioners, police and motorists are 
less than in a city lke Boston with its “cow paths” and its congested 
retail district. Two problems aWait settlement in most large cities. 
One is the movement of vehicles, and the other their disposition when 
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not conveying passengers or goods.or when awaiting use by shoppers, 


let us say.’ Exigencies in many cities,haveg forced the setting apart 
of certain streets for trafhe that movés in a given direction. “One 
way streets they are called; and to the extent that they simplify.thé 
tangled situation and do away with blockades they are commendable, 
and are deemed by public opinion as necessary. 

Solution of the other problem is along the line of definite desig- 
nation of certain blocks on certain streets where machines may be 
“parked” for a limited time, varying according to differing volume 
of trafhc and proximity to important centers of trade. It is with 
reférence to-the demand that the number of these “parks” in Bos- 
ton’s congested district be increased, tlat the street commissioners 
have been taking evidence this week. It must be admitted that the 
small attendance of persons either for or against the proposed 
changes did not indicate any excessive local interest in what is really 
>» matter of considerable consequence tO a host of pedestrians and 
users of vehicles not of the motor type. But that isnot surprising. 
A minority shapes urban life, for better or for worse, afd the hearing 
on this matter was typical, not unusual. 

The larger fact, however, remains, and it is this. The future 
has in store for all communities greatly increased social control of 
movements of both vehicles and pérsons seeking use of streets, side- 
walks and business sites. When that fact is once accepted and made 
part of the ordinary philosophy of the pedestrian, motorist, user of 
subway and electric car, truckman, merchant and enforcer of up-to- 
date traffic régulations, some relief will begin to come from condi- 
tions that in many Cities are now tar from tolerable or creditable 
to local standards of civihzz tion.

Thousands of people well versed in the higher economics will 


unhesitatingly say today that William Jennings Bryan was right in 
1596, notwithstanding that later events have seemingly combined to, ' 


form a contrary verdict. The conditions that justified Mr. Bryan’s 
position on silver were changed by great discoveries of gold in the 
Klondike and elsewhere and by improvements in mining that tremen- 
dously increased the output of that metal. Had the conditions 
remained unchanged the prosperity that marked the M¢Kinley admin- 
istrawon and that has extended, with only one serious interruption, 
down to the present time, might never have come to the United 
States. Since 1896 gold has been becoming cheaper and cheaper. 
That is to say, its purchasing power has been steadily declining... It 
is following tHe course of silver. As a standard of value it is cheap- 
ening itself and increasing the cost of everything it will buy. All 
this gives support to Professor Fisher and to others who are looking 
for some means of reducing the high cost of living. But it does not 
go very far toward solving the problem. _A readjustable standard 
would not be a standard. In the whole history of economics, in fact, 
only one law has stood the test of experience and years, the law of 
supply and demand. 

At the present moment the law of supply: and demand is more 
seriously affected by the rising plane of living, the increasing wants 
of humanity, the uniyersal demand for the best in life, than By any 
other cause. There can be no fixed standard of values until mankind 
is content to stand still. Fixity means stagnation. Ihe stable dollar 
is an illusion. The dollar-has as many values as there are human 
needs and desires. Now and ever it is worth only what it will obtain 
for its possessor. It is.not in the dollar, or its size or weight, that 
we shall find solution of the problem of high living cost. Solution 
lies in increased production and a more efficient system of distribu- 


tion.

Presum- 
ably, therefore, the conclusion of the new treaty between Italy and 
Argentina, accompanied by the rescission of the Italian veto against 
emigration to the republic, will justify the expectations entértained 
in regard to its operation. But if Tripolitania ever becomes a rival 
to South America, the section to feel it most keenly will not neces- 
sarily be in the Argentine Republic, Uruguay or Brazil, to which 
countries Italian immigration has already made such vast and such 
valuable contributions. It will rather be the Pacific coast, the republics 
of Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and Chile, that may miss Italian settlers and 
laborers, traders and professional men, for it is there that the 1mmi- 
gration problem is maturing through the approaching completion of 
the Panama canal. To colonize those sparsely populated countries 
is a statpendous undertaking, both for quality and quantity; and, look 
about*as:they will in the world, there is not another natién”that can 
serve them for combined quantity and quality—that peculiar quality 
needed in Latin America—as .well as Italy served the riv er Plate 
countries. 

Though not numerous on the west coast, Italians are by no means 
unknown there. Peru, especially, is the home of many a successful 
Genoese, and Pertivian history has some fine Italian names. It is in 
Peru that Italian affairs are discussed with more interest and author- 
ity, perhaps, than elsewhere on the West Coast, and the Peruvian\press 
gives relatively important space to Italian mews and correspondence. 
Thus there recently appeared an interesting article from the pen of 
a university professor of Rome on the subject of colonizing Tripol- 
itania, in which it is said that “it was the agricultural resources that 
have attracted us to Tripoli . . . it is impossible to give an 
accurate idea of the riches of that soil . . it will be a blessing 
to our peasants who will no longer have to emigrate to Argentina or 
the United States to earn their living.” The article speaks of vast 
construction works such as the harbor at Tripoli already begun, the 
projected railroad to Alexandria, irrigation works, sanitation, munic- 
ipal improvements of all Kinds, electric light and power, the laying 
out. of garden-cities, and above all the building of schools. “Tand 
is. cheap and the Italian people, knowing that irrigation 
will make it produce three crops every year,’ looks with faith and 
hope toward the south.”
